The present invention relates to compounds of formula 1 in Claim 1 (shown 
below), which contain an indole core substituted at C-2 with a bis-amido moiety wherein 
the terminal amide is substituted with R'' and R^. R^ is either a phenyl or heteroaryl 
group and R^ contains a group that must be substituted on carbon with a hydroxyl 
group. The combination of these substitutions, and more explicitly the limitations of R\ 
affords novelty to this invention and no prior art anticipates or renders this invention 
obvious. 



The invention also includes pharmaceutical compositions of formula 1 for the treatment 
of type 2 diabetes, insulin resistance, syndrome X, hyperinsulinaemia, 
hyperglucagonaemia, cardiac ischaemia, or obesity as well as their methods for 
preparation. 

The closest prior art is compound RN 176527-45-0 of Bras at ai (EP 697403. 
see IDS), however the R'' substituent does not contain a hydroxyl substituent and no 
secondary reference and motivation exist to render the compounds of the instant 
application obvious in light of this art.
